On behalf of KIK Pool Addltlves Inc., I am submitting a notlflcatlon per PR Notice 98-10 for the product label
for Algy Bar 230, EPA Reg. No. 7616 57.

Background
On 3/28/12 we submitted an amendment to make label changes. You contacted me by phone in May to

request that we make changes to the label we had submitted. On May 17, 2012, | sent revised labeling (dated
5/16/12) to you by e-mail incorporating your comments and maklng a couple other changes that had come
to our attention. See the attached e-mail.

Unfortunately, EPA’s approval of 6/28/12 used the old label dated 3/28/12, rather than the revised iabel dated
5/16/12, that incorporated the changes you requested.

We are making this notification to correct the error and ensure that EPA has the corrected labeling on file.
